Claims 1 , 29 are directed to an allowable linking claim process. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 809, claims 5-1 5, 33-41 have been rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability. As provided in MPEP § 809 "When all claims directed to the 
elected invention are allowable, should any linking claim be allowable, the restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions must be withdrawn. Any claim(s) directed to 
the nonelected invention(s), previously withdrawn from consideration, which depends 
from or requires all the limitations of the allowable linking claim must be rejoined and will 
be fully examined for patentability. Claims 1-15, 29-41 are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Given the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction 
requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending 
from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104.

Claims 1-15, 29-41 are drawn to a method for preparing an array by amplifying a 
variable region from DNA from a known plant and designing primers containing 1 
forward primer and a plurality of reverse primers to obtain DNA fragments having 
different sizes and dotting the fragments on a support. 

The prior art teaches amplifying nucleic acids from plants and dotting the 
fragments on a support. 

The prior art fails to teach using 1 forward primer and a plurality of reverse 
primers to obtain DNA fragments having different sizes. The prior art fails to teach or 
suggest using 1 forward primer and a plurality of reverse primers to obtain DNA 
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fragments having different sizes. Thus, the claims are novel and unobvious over the
